Taking advantage of 2 lull in the 

tions I spent a short time at 
the suggestion of headquarters visit- 
ing perrounding points and near the 
coast, where a large part of the busi- 
ness administration of our armics is 
centered. At one of these, where 
a Canadian forestry company has to 
do with the woodworking side of 
things, I saw warehouges and work- 
shops on a scale that probably is un- 
paralleled in the world. One of the 
sheds in which foodstuffs for man 
and beast, medical supplies and par- 
cels for soldiers from ‘friends .are 
housed, awaiting despatch to the 
front, is almost half a mile in length 
by a hundred yards wide. Over a 
thousand. men, chiefly negroes from 
the West Indies and Kaffirs from 

South Africa are required to handle 
the goods passing through this one 
shed, yet it looks almost deserted. 
The setting free of men fit to fight 
and the utiliation of the unfit men, 
women and coolie labor is an im- 
portant point in the management of 
the branch. 

_For instance there are very cffi- 
cient machinists and construction 
fron workers. These are especially 
employed in bridge building and sim 
Har work. Speedy replacement of 
wrecked bridges is most important 
to an army campaigning in. Flanders, 
that land of innumerable small wat- 
er courses. The enginecr in charge 
told me that in less than three hours 
from the reccipt of orders to replace 
any bridge to a 75-foot span, he 
gould have a ready-made bridge, tak- 
en from tio efack on hand, loaded 


on cars and en routé vo ihe front. 
Soon bridges of 120 fect of a <1 


capable of carrying the weight of 
the tanks as well as the _ heaviest 
guns would be kept in stock. 

In the other industrial services the 
same up-to-dateness was found. 
Many of the departmental heads are 
expert business men and only nomi- 
nally soldiers, Thus the chief of 
atafé cf aimost ive thousand bakers 
knows the business from the bottom 
up, and was able to _ solve oven 
troubles which had baffled technical 
advisers. All the bread is hand bak- 
ed, and the process is so clean and 
tidy that even the fly has been ban- 
ished and a large part of the meat 
rations come from a piggery where 
every scrap of refuse is fed to the 
Pigs. 

Perhaps the most interesting of 
all the operations carried on at this 
base is the work of the salvage de- 
partment. After every battle thou- 
sands of sets of equipment, in a more 
or less damaged condition are found 
fn the dressing stations or removed 
from the bodies.of the dead ;before 
their burial. Covered witht mud 
stains and often with blo and 
sometimes vermin infested, this great 
mass of equipment is sent down to 
the bass to be renovated. I saw the 


-whole process from the fumigation 


to everything in the original pack- 
ages to the assembling of all the 
arts, cleaned and repaired for re- 
issue. The work is done by hun- 
dreds of French and Belgian women 
and girls, many of them war widows 
to whom this means of carning a 
living is the door of hope. 

The women of Flanders and 
Northern France have been long 
famed as needle women, and their 
mending of war cquipment is as neat 
as it is speedy. The recovering of 
the water bottles is done by skilled 
seamstresses. All the mess tins that 
come in are put into shape and pro- 
vided with new handles when neces- 
sary and replated. The process of 
plating is performed by a group of 
active young girls who had no prev- 
ious experience, but work as well as 
highly paid mechanics in civil life.

Three hundred men, representing 
the woollen industry of the United 
States, met in New York and .- after 
listening to an addfess by Charles 
Eisenman, of the committee on sup- 
plies of the council of nationak de- 
fence, pledged their factories’ and 
their resources to the whole-hearted 
support of the government. 

Hereafter, if the plans adopted are 
carried out, the only way in which 
the citizens of the United States will 
be able to get all-wool garments will 
be by joining the army or navy, It 
was resolved at the meeting to re- 
tain all the wool necessary for the 
armed forces of the United States 
and to eke out the remainder with 
substitutes for civilian wear. : 

According to the resolution the 
woollen dealers will place on the 
market this year, “in so far as may 
seem necessary, as many lines as 
our respective equipments will per- 
mit of fabrics containing a material 
percentage of other stocks than vir- 
gin wool.” 

The resolution also voices the de- 
termination of the dealers “to dis- 
courage the use of wool for purposes 
other than are essential for the 
comfort and health of the — civilian

“Canada’s part in the war is not 
confined by any means to the splen- 
did troops under General Currie, now 
beleagucring Lens, There are scores 
of officers agd men in various im- 
perial services fitting effectively into 
the British machine. In scores of 
places one would never suspect there 
are Canadian battalions—their num- 
bers are now legion—which in_ the 
aggregate easily make up a large 
force. Smart young Canadians 
naval officers in every port that feeds 
the front, keeping to the traditions 
of the British navy. Then, too, there 
are the flying men, in both serviccs, 
their range perhaps the greatest o 
all, sometimes eyes of the grand 
flect itself, and on this western 
front a majority in many squadrons. 

“Today the colonel of Camadian 
tailway troops invited me_ to ac- 
company him to an exhibition he was 
giving to French, Belgian and British 
engineers, He walked along a new 
main military line built with rails 
from Canada’s government railways. 
The-ties had been cut in a minature 
Canadian sawmill not many miles 
south, in woods where the kaiser’s 
Uhlans roamed early in the war, Out 
in the large yard there was a big 
steam“thovel eating away tbe side of 
the hill, filling a truck a minute—the 
Belgian officer timed the great en- 
gine—to go forward where the light 
railway crews, Canadians there, too, 
were ballasting new lines.  Fritz’s 
airmen spotted it one day and for 
weeks afterwards his artillery search- 
ed for them, wasting hundreds of 
rounds of auitatinifion. The Germans 
thought it was soéme new mastodon 
of destruction. It used to work on a

*“When the Huns broke back along 
the coast they left various bits of 
tangled machinery. ‘The Canadian 
colonel gathered these up, command- 
cered\a big railway truck, and built 
a track-layer in his own blacksmith 
shop.
